Third Army Gains Three Miles to Our 
River; Yanks Meet Luzon Resistance 


Japanese

General MacArthur's Headquar- 


ters, Luzon, Jan. 27 (^—Amer- 
ica's Sixth Army spearhead down 
the central Luzon plain dug into 
its first appreciable resistance Fri- 
day. Japanese .artillery opened up 
on Yank-captured Clark airfield 
as American ground forces en- 
countered resistance south of the 
Bamban river. 


Clark Field, largest airdrome in 


the Philippines and a major prize 
of the war, was captured early 
Thursday by units of the 14th 
Army Corps who chased an enemy 
garrison of perhaps 5,000 into the 
nearby hills. 


Hillside cave positions west and 


north of the huge airdrome, excel- 
lent artillery sites, could delay 
American use of the airfield's 17 
landing strips. 


The Sixth Army, which had 


been opposed only on its left flank 
as it drove cautiously down the 
broad plain toward Manila, came 
up against stiff resistance near 
the main Manila highway. 


There the 14th Corps, whose ad- 


vance units are at least five miles 
beyond Clark Field at Angeles— 
about 40 miles north of Manila— 
found the first indication that Lt. 
Ccn.

Ration Tips 


Washington, Jan. 27 Wl — The 


O.P.A. yesterday re-established a 
policy of definite invalidation foi 
food ration stamps, with each ser- 
ies good roughly four months. 


As at present, a new series of 


red stamps for meat and dairy 
products and blue stamps for pro- 
cessed food will be validated each 
month. Instead of being good inde- 
finitely, however, they will expire 
after about 16 weeks. 


The agency also restored its ex- 


piration policy for sugar stamps, 
announcing that coupon No. 34— 
the only one now good—may not 
be used after February 28. 


Sugar stamp .No. 35, good for 


five pounds beginning February 1, 
will be valid through June 2. Over- 
lapping this coupon, a hew stamp 
is due to be validated May 1, 
O.P.A. said. 


As previously announced, the 


new sugar stamp will have to last 
three months instead of two and a 
half months as in the past. If 
supplies improve, the latter ra- 
tion period win be restored and the 
overlap time when two stamps may 
be used will be increased to one 
and a half months, O.P.A, said.

Northern cities have lately had snow 


troubles added to those ot bus tires and re- 
pair parts. Letters to editors complaining 
of poor transit service have been frequent. 
One catches the eye for a reason quite re- 
moved from bus-service. 


"For the past few months patrons have 


been told by bus drivers to 'take it up with 
your councilman' whenever a complaint is 
registered by ftders. Since when is it neces- 
sary to pay political homage in order to get 
adequate bus service?" 


This letter reinforces recent indictments 


of American teaching of history. For the 
writer has evidently never been taught any- 
thing about representative government. The 
citizen, by taking up with his councilman a 
matter of civic management, is not "paying 
political homage" in any sense of those 
words. He is telling the chosen representa- 
tive of his residential district that something1 


is wrong and it is up to the councilman to 
take action about it. 


Altogether top many people forget that 


councilmen, congressmen, or senators are 
officers chosen by themselves to represent 
themselves and to aid in solving their prob- 
lems. The president, governor, mayor and 
other elected executive officers are public 
servants, too. If the citizen does or does not 
like what they do, it is his duty as well as his 
privilege to tell them so. 


A postcard costs one cent. Let the citizen 


use it for praise or blame, for suggestion as 


' to a good solution of a problem. That is his 
duty as a citizen. 


ALL"OUT~ 


It has been reassuring to learn that pro- 


duction of munitions Is rising again. Manu- 
facturers are putting forth greater effort. 
Workers are more prompt and more faithful 
on the job. 


If anybody Is to be thanked for this, the 


credit may be given to Hitler. He did It by 
scaring Uncle Sam almost out of his boots, in 
a come-back which temporarily reversed the 
Allied effort and possibly postponed victory 
for half a year. H was the biggest shock the 
nation has suffered since it really started 
fighting. 


The job now is to keep every branch of the 


war effort up on its toes. There ought to be 
special forms of recognition not only for 
every fighting man who distinguishes him- 
self in combat, but for every employe who 
docs a particularly good job in the factory. 


There is more to any such recognition 


than a mere temporary glow of pride. Such 
medals become a part of the national his- 
tory, cherished by those who receive them 
and EOIIIK down family lines to remote 
generations.

Rheumatic' fever and the complications which 


follow an attack have become n serious medical 
problem, not only because of the time lost nml dam- 
age done to the heart and joints but because there 
is always the danger of further attacks, lit Hie Bul- 
letin of the New York Academy ot Medicine. Dr. 
H. F. Swift reports the results of his survey of 
New York state in 1938. showing that (here were 
five times as lhany deaths from rheumatic heart 
disease as from whooping cough, measles, epidemic 
meningitis and infantile paralysis combined.

New Deal H« Brought Bestowal of Favor* Back hi, 


Government Life

Washington,, Jan. 27—The pro- 


motion of Elliott Roosevelt to be 
a bridadler general is not Iri itself 
a matter of grave concern, nor is 
the question of whether somebody 
in a minor capacity 
wrongfully 


gave a priority lo a dog and forced 
some service men to lose 
their 


places on a plane, but what is im- 
portant is whether government by 
special favor or privilege is being 
countenanced by the present ad- 
ministration. 


Ever since the 
words "New 


Deal" were uttered by Franklin 
Roosevelt before the convention at 
Chicago in 1932 that first nomi- 
nated him for the presidency, the

"New Deal" as

government toward the

man. 
Social legislation lias been

mind. 


But the "New Deal" in the last 


12 years has also introduced some 
unfortunate concomitants. It has 
revived an abuse that has been 
harmful to the cause of good gov- 
ernment for many years, and that

The theory that it is right to 


bribe large groups of voters with 
promises of

big sums to campaign 
funds 
in 


order to elect Republicans favor- 
able to the protective tariff. It is 
not less brazen either than 
the 


system of graft which has become 
known from one of the country to 
the other as the curse of munici- 
pal and. sometimes, stale govern- 
ments. The idea that the "inside 
circle" may profit personally from 
government action has long been 
denounced as corrupt. But today 
there are instances in which men 
who have been in government, 
leave Ibeir post, go out and sell 
their influence, just as there arc 
instances in which, in order to 
curry favor with large blocs of in- 
fluential voters — whether labor 
unions or war contractors-policies 
are advocated or pushed by gov- 
ernment that benefit 
financially

THOMAS J. PEXDERGAST 
Kansas City. Jan. 27 (A1)— 


Thomas J. Pendergast, 72, former 
powerful Democratic boss of Kan- 
sas City and Missouri who served 
a year in federal prison for in- 
come tax evasion, died last night 
of heart disease. 


"Bis; Tom," as he was known, 


entered a hospital last Tuesday. 
He had suffered from a heart ail- 
ment and complications since an 
attack of coronary thrombosis 
while attending the 193C Demo- 
cratic 
national 
convention in 


Philadelphia. 


Pendersnst. one of the most 


colorful of the ME city 
bosses, 


reached the height of his power 
in 3932 when-his huK« majorities 
in Jackson county helped elect a 
governor and 13 oongressmen-at- 
large and in 1934 when he suc- 
cessfully tracked the little known 
Harry S. Truman, now vice-presi- 
dent o£ the United States, 
for 
Senator. 


The stocky political 
chieftain 


took over the reins of (he Demo- 
cratic organization on \ Kansas 
City's river front from his elder 
brother, 'Jim, in 1911, and extend- 
ed his power first over the city, 
then Jackson counly and finally 
over the state. Vote fraud trials 
disclosed 60,000 ghost votes 
in 


the 1936 election. 


His downfall came in May. 1939, 


when he was sentenced to 15 
months in federal prison after he 
had pleaded guilty to income tax 
evasion. Tlie government charged 
that he had received a 5315.000 
payoff in fraudulent settlement of 
a Missouri fire insurance rate 
case under which four-fifths- of 
">9,500,000 impounded funds 
had 


been returned to the risk com- 
panies in 1935. 
It was in' this 


year,., the government .alleged, 
that Pendergast had bet J2.000,- 
000 on horse races and lost ?600,- 
000. 


Barred under the terms'of his 


probation from engaging in any 
political activity for five years, 
Pendergast had, .since his release 
from the penitentiary 
in 1940, 


lived at his palatial home on 
Ward Parkway.

Ulster Civic Association 


Offrrs Alternate Plans 


for Consideration 


Two proposed plans for hospital 


clinics for the benefit of the needy 
residents of Ulster county have 
wen prepared by the committee on 
civic uffairs of lhc newly organiz- 
ed Ulster County Civjc Associa- 
tion, Inc. 


The two proposals that were sub- 


mitted at the first annual dinner of 
Die association on Janury 10, fol- 
ow: 


Proposed 1'lan 


Proposal I—That a clinic be set 


up in one of the Kingston hospitals, 
where the people of Ulster county, 
who cannot afford the regular fees 
of n private physician, may go for 
necessary medical attention, 


A nominal fee of 50 cents to be 


c lurgcd to cover the expense of 
surgical dressings used at the clin- 
ic. If medicine is required, u pre- 
scription 1« issued at the clinic 
anil the necessary medicine be 
charged at cost price. 


A poll should be taken of tho 


doctors in the county asking them 
o donate 2 hours per week of their 
lime to this clinic. The clinic to 
lie opened 2 days per week and 2 
hours a day. 


Where examining doctor finds 


patient requires hospital attention, 
jatient.to be placed in hospital and 
tjiven the required attention and 
to be paid for by present Welfare 
f u n d s , 
providing investigation 


proves patient cannot- afford to 
p;iy. 


Clinic to be opened to the needy 


public '2 hours per tiny and 2 days 
per week at whatever time decid- 
ed by the hospital board. 


The alternate plan is as follows: 
Proposal 2 — That a clinic be set 


for the benefit of the needy people 
of Uhter county who cannot afford 
the fees of a private physician to 
obtain medical attention. 


That a nominal fee of 50 cents 


he charged to cover cost of surgi- 
cal dressings used at . the clinic, 
and that medicine prescribed he 
provided to the patient at cost 
price. 


That the clinic be operated by 


internes, two days per week, ami 
to be opened two hours per day on 
specified days. 


That n resident physician be in 


charge of clinic. 


That patients requiring hospital 


attention, shall be hospitalized and 
treated nt the expense of. present 
Welfare fund, providing upon in- 
vestigation that patient is unable 
to pay for same.
